Trade  Surplus  Rises  -  The  U.S. 
agricultural  trade  surplus  rebounded  in 
February,  rising  $300  million  to  $1 .9 
billion,  largely  because  of  increased 
exports.  Cumulatively,  the  trade  surplus 
during  the  first  5  months  of  fiscal  1992 
exceeded  $9  billion,  the  highest  for  any  5 
month  period  since  the  first  half  of  the 
1 980’s.  Compared  with  October- 
February  of  fiscal  1991,  1992’s  surplus 
rose  $2  billion  (table  3,  p.7). 

Exports  Gain  -  The  value  of  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  rose  almost  $200 
million  in  February  to  $3.8  billion  as  corn 
(+$105  million)  and  soybean  (+$108 
million)  exports  increased.  Shipments  of 
wheat  and  cotton  fell  in  February.  With 
nearly  half  of  fiscal  1992  completed, 
year-to-date  exports  were  $2.4  billion 
above  year-earlier  levels,  at  $1 8.9  billion. 
Wheat  and  soybeans  accounted  for  most 
of  the  increase.  Exports  of  corn  and 
cotton  were  lower. 

U.S.  soybean  exports  rose  458,000  tons 
in  February,  mostly  because  of  increas¬ 
ed  shipments  to  Mexico  and  the  former 
Soviet  Union.  Shipments  were  also 
larger  to  Japan,  the  European  Com¬ 
munity,  and  Taiwan.  Soybean  exports 
rose  seasonally  in  February,  entering 
their  period  of  peak  shipments.  At  $548 
million,  soybeans  were  by  far  the  largest 
single  export  for  U.S.  agriculture  in 
February,  and  were  also  the  largest 
cumulative  export  during  October- 
February,  totaling  $2.4  billion,  $710 
million  above  a  year  earlier.  Drought- 
reduced  Brazilian  production  during  1991 
has  helped  the  U.S.  to  increase  its  ex¬ 
ports  in  1 992.  The  volume  of  fiscal 
1 992’s  October-February  exports  was 
the  strongest  since  1988. 

Wheat  exports  fell  $32  million  in 
February,  largely  because  of  reduced 
exports  to  the  former  Soviet  Union. 
However,  at  $397  million,  wheat  remain¬ 
ed  the  second  largest  export.  Although 
the  United  States  increased  its  exports  to 
China  and  South  Korea,  the  former 
Soviet  Union  was  the  largest  customer, 
with  shipments  totaling  832,000  tons. 
Other  major  customers  included  Egypt, 
Japan,  Pakistan,  and  the-PhiliptoitJ^. 

Com  exports  rose  $4{#  nfillion  during 
February,  to  $390  million.  Corn  exports 


rose  to  the  former  USSR,  but  most  of  the 
increase  stemmed  from  higher  exports  to 
Japan.  Although  higher  compared  with 
January,  February’s  corn  exports  were 
down  from  a  year  earlier. 

Sorghum  exports  reached  a  record  1.1 
million  tons  in  February,  largely  because 
of  increased  exports  to  Mexico.  Mexico 
imported  677,000  tons  of  U.S.  sorghum 
during  February,  compared  with  584,000 
tons  in  January.  October  1 985  was  the 
last  time  sorghum  exports  exceeded 
900,000  tons  in  one  month. 

Cotton  exports  fell  for  the  first  time  this 
fiscal  year  in  February,  but  remained 
strong  compared  with  last  summer’s 
poor  performance.  Cotton  exports  fell 
$50  million  to  $241  million  as  both  the 
volume  of  shipments  and  export  prices 
dropped.  The  average  per  ton  value  of 
exported  cotton  fell  for  the  third  consec¬ 
utive  month  as  falling  domestic  prices 
affected  export  prices. 

Import  Pace  Slows  -  Imports  fell  as 
meat,  coffee,  and  fruit  and  vegetable 
imports,  among  others,  declined.  Most 
of  these  declines  followed  typical 
seasonal  patterns  except  fruits  and 
vegetables.  Heavy  rains  have  reduced 
Mexico’s  winter  vegetable  production 
and  exports  this  year.  February  1 992’s 
imports  were  down  from  a  month  earlier 
and  from  a  year  earlier.  However,  the 
5-month  cumulative  total  was  up  $321 
million,  and,  at  $9.8  billion,  was  the 
highest  ever  for  this  part  of  the  fiscal 
year.

U.S.  High-value  Products  Increase 
Market  Share  -  The  U.S.  has  been 
increasingly  competitive  in  world  trade 
in  high-value  products  (HVP)  in  recent 
years.  Food  and  Agricultural 
Organization  (FAO)  data  show  the 
U.S.  gaining  a  larger  share  of  world 
HVP  exports  in  1988,  1989,  and  1990 
(table  4,  p.  7).  FAO  data  show  the 
U.S.  share  of  world  HVP  exports 
reaching  10  percent  in  1990,  its 
highest  since  1 981 .  In  contrast, 
between  1981  and  1986,  the  U.S. 
share  of  world  HVP  exports  fell  from  its 
highest  ever  to  one  of  its  lowest  ever.
